Theſe accuſations Lord Lauderdale founded 
upon the ſuſpicions he conceived of her im- 
mediately on her arrival at Hatton, and the 
knowledge he faid he got of her by break- 
ing open two of her letters. What right 
had his Lordſhip to break open and keep 
back thoſe, letters? Does the law allow any 
perſon to plead his own offence. to detect 
that of another? Surely, the mere curioſity 
to know what Miſs De Grosberg's family 
and conduct had been, would not Juſtify 

that freedom. But. 

1. Miſs De Grosberg was 'charped a 
impoſture in that ſhe had diſguiſed her real 
name, which was Potter, and under the 
fictitious name of De Grasberg obtained the 
office of governeſs to Lord Lauderdale's 
daughters.——Now, it was a. thing paſt _ 
doubt, that Mrs. Potter did refide at Hom- 
merton, and that ſhe and Miſs De Grosberg, 
were equally unknown to Mrs. Fellows. 
Suppoſing that Mrs. Potter wiſhed to get in- 
to the office of governeſs under a feigned 
name, ſhe muſt have had ſome reaſon for

concealin her real name and aſſuming ano- 
ther; and the only reaſon that could in ſuch

if it was really bad, ſhe would not have 
written to Mrs. F ellows under the proper 
name of Potter, to recommend herſelf un- 
der a borrowed name. Hence it followed, 
that the whole ſcheme of impoſture alleg- 
ed to have been carried into execution by 
Miſs De Grosberg, was inconſiſtent and im- 
probable, wild and violent, to the laſt de- 
gree. This charge of impoſture was at- 
tempted to be proved from the intercepted 
letter of Katharine Peet; of whoſe hand- 
writing Mifs De Grosberg had in her Decla- 
ration diſclaimed all knowledge. Indeed, 
| ſhe was not obliged to admit, that any letter 
directed to Mrs. Potter ever came under a 
cover, as ſhe never ſaw it till ſhe made her 
Declaration. However, Miſs De Grosberg 
could not be anſwerable for all letters. which 
might be incloſed in her covers, perſons 
having often had letters directed to them 
- which they knew nothing of, and ſometimes 
with an intention to ruin them, How ab- 
ſurd the Earl's reaſoning! It would have 
been equal ly N and much more Proper:

declarants having indicated the deepeſt com- 


unction, and earneſtly and repeatedly requeſted 
him to take the fame, he complied, and, in his 
report to the Court, fays, that if he erred, his 


intention was good. 


Such was the proof taken at London on the

months, during which time-ſhe paſſed under the name 
of Miss Caroline de Groſberg, and no other; bore 4 
good character, was looked upon by them as a vir- 
tuous lady, and was under the care of Antony Sellon, 
merchant; and that ſhe left them and went to Lon- 
don in 1563. They further depoſed, that they knew 
one Miß Ea Rochette, who was a teacher at Mrs. La - 
Touche's (then dead), and was intimately acquainted 
with the #aid Miſs Caroline De Groſberg 3, but, as 
Miſs La Rochette had left Exeter for fome time,

der her owh hand, the ſaid Miſs Caroline de Gro 
berg offered to write letters, and ſubſeribe them with - 
her own name, for the deponent ; and accordingly 
ſhe did ſo write letters to the ſaid Mr. Silva and Mr, 
Cortiſſos, wherein they were made to underſtand that 
the deponent had changed her name, and was repre- 
ſented under the name of De Grosberg. The depo- 
nent further ſaid, that Mr. Cortiſſos had never ſeen 
her in his life, nor had any acquaintance with her, 
except by the above letters; and that ſhe lived, at the 
time of making this depoſition, with Sir John Wat 
ters, late colonel in the Devonſhire militia, and then 
reſiding near Andover, in Hampſhire. r

whom Miss De Grosberg lodged, at which viſit ſhe 


faid, in the deponent's hearing, that ſhe was daughter 


to that gentlemam who was then at the Hague in 
quality of. ambaſſaor from the French King to the 
Dtates-General ; and that, when ſhe was laſt at Lon- 


don, ſhe went to.court, where ſhe met with a lady 
who had been the 8 00 governeſs, and came over 


with her Majeſty, and who had likewiſe been her own 


governeſs. This lady introduced her to the Queen, 
who ordered an apartment in St. James's for her. 


Nothing further remarkable paſſed, except that, men- 


tion being made of Miſs De Grosberg's lawſuit with 

Lord Lauderdale, ſhe ſaid ſhe did not want money 
from his Lordſhip, and whateyer damages ſhe might 
wa os re was reſolyed to give in charity to the 


poor. On interrogation for Miſs De G. the deponent 


acknowledged her behaviour was polite and conſiſtent. 


Margaret Richan, wife of David Grabam, wig- 
maker in Edinburgh, depoſed, That Miſs De Grof- 
berg lodged at her houſe from the 3ſt of November 
to the 26th of December, 1764, ſaid ſhe was born 


in France, and left that country becauſe her father 


wanted to marry her contrary to her inclinations. 
One evening, the deponent ſaw the back of a lady 


very genteely dreſſed going into Miſs De Grosberg's 
room; and a little Black boy, who attended her, 


coming into the kitchin, ſhe aſked him If his lad 


was married ? Where ſhe lodged ? and How long ſhe 
had been in Edinburgh? To which. queſtions the 
boy anſwered He did not know, But after the lady 


was gone, Miſs De Grosberg told the deponent, that 
it was Lady Charlotte Edwin, one of the Ladies of 


the Bedchamber to the Princeſs Dowager of Wale 


who had been with her, and that ſhe was no leſs 


ſurprized than rejoiced at the viſit, having had. no 


notice of her being in thoſe parts.

could not write Engliſn,) being then ſent, Lord Lau- 
dexdale himſelf came to Edinburgh the gext day:
